of coal price stabilization on their operating costs 
The commission 
claims, also, that coal should be 
given special consideration by railroads, because it Is 
the backbone of their freight revenue 
While the issue of a planned vs. a free economy 
rages, the planners are dealing with the problem of 
who is going to regulate the regulators once they 
have been appointed to the task of saving this in­ 
dustry and that one -a process which always aetms 
to entail putting the blame for each and every handi­ 
cap on some other Industry. 


By this time the League of Nations must have 
reached the conch;.. cn that the best thing to do about 
sanctions is nothing.

Fire “Bottled Up” 
At Straitsville 


Says He Found His W ife 
And Kimmel In “Aw­ 
ful Positions”

plan to take her life. Nov. 8. 1937, 
was the first time, he said. that, to 
his knowledge. Mrs. Wright and 
Kimmel were together alone. That 
was the night they were killed. 
Composure Falls 
Wrights composure failed him 
several times as he answered ques­ 
tions of his own attorney.

sobbed convulsively,
